2. Roseaarle PEOSSi The only entry on the PBJ3S card was doted 
April 1959 end noted that she and BOOB?! are Intelligence swindlers and are 
on the Bf? warning list. It was noted that additional infomatlon was 
held by ^ROOraiOTJChief of UFSJEKPs CB Operations Section). 

3* Mm BODEfi An entry dated April, 1951 noted that BODES worked 
for the Lf7, Bavaria and that be me suspected of having P reach 15 
cocneotloos. Another entry cfeted April 1951 stated that BOOBS was a cousin 
of Heinrich HIZSfUR and was suspected of IS activities. An October 1951 entry 
ststsd that B0DGN was active with the Verfhesungsecbnets (presuwably Lf7 
Bavaria) and that be worked with Helsut TOP and Mu TOP and the sister 
of Mu 101/. An October 1952 BfV report stated that BOIES was active with 
the Abwehr Mb I 9 I 1 I to the end of the war, and that he served with the 
Auslandsasb. The BODGE! card contained no entries Mb 195? to 1958. A 
November 1958 entry referred to three attachments (Included with the cards) t 

a. A mama due (In Oenan) stamped TOP SSCKRT (In ttagllsh) 
Indicating that UP5TOT0 had an operational interest In 9ubjeot. Mb the 
context of the letter it was clear that this wss only one piece of 
corresponden c e In a series of letters concerning Subject. It was not dear 
Ma this letter alone precisely what type of intelligence activity was 
envisioned for Subject. 

b. A memorandum dated October 1958 indicating that BODES went 
to Berlin to visit Mu PEUSS against Instructions. 

c. A BtaoranduB dated January 1959 narked "PAUL BALDRIAS" which 
Indicated that BOO KS Is an IS swindler and that iqp queries re BODES should 
be referred to 3FR1BSBH and 0HER:!Aim per directions of UTILET's office. 

The last entry on DODETPs card as the BfV warning that BODES Is an 15 swindler* 
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Unfortunately, the card files alone do not tell us much about 
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the operatic© or of the current involveaent (if any) of 30DBN and PEUSS. 
In view of the fact that the card® on Subjects refer one to 'HODERTOPs 
section of the CE staff, and since to have no reason other than curiosity 
to take the netter up with ^'RODERICK, we do not feel that to can carry 
the natte r further at the present tine* It is interesting to note that 
in UPStTTHG high level sensitive operations there is aouarcntly the sans 
lack of cardinj ae is the case with zaany other services* 
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
